Winona, Minn., April 19.—One of 


the most unique lines of business and 
one which is followed by few persons 
in the United States, is that of Buffalo 
farming, and near the little station of 
Cochrane, Wis., is located one of the 
most extensive farms of this sort in 
the country. 


The ranch is operated by Huber 


Brothers and they have a large herd 
of this species of animal. 
Twelve 


years ago Mr. C. Huber went to Thief 
River Falls, where he secured two Buf- 
faloes that were owned by Indians. 
These with a few others were taken 
to his Wisconsin farm, and formed the 
nucleus of a herd which now numbers 
forty-two full-blooded animals. 


Huber Brothers have sold specimens 


to various parks in this, country, and 
one animal was sent to the London 
Zoo. 
Recently Burgess & Hanson 


of Luana, la., purchased a herd of 
six from Huber Brothers, with which 
to start their ranch. Included in this 
lot were Old Tom and Lincoln, the 
kings of the herd. 
Tom has lived 


in captivity for years and was captur- 
ed without much trouble, but when 
an attempt was made to corral one 
of the cows, a partly tame animal, 
she ran against a fence and sustain- 
ed injuries of such a nature that it 
was found necessary to hill her. Hu- 
ber Brothers also sold two animals to 
a Mr. Knapp of Rockford, 111. 
At 


present the Huber herd 
numbers 


twenty-six full-blood and a large num- 
ber of cross bred animals. 


The experiment of Huber Brothers 


in crossing the buffalo with domestic 
cattle was very successful and yields 
a ouality of hide and meat consider- 
ed by many to be superior to 
that 


from pure bred animals.

TARIFF ON SUGAR AND GOAL 


London, April 19.—The most disas- 


trous statement ever made by a Brit- 
ish chancellor o£ the exchequer was 
presented by Sir Michael Hicks-Beach 
to the house of commons. He 
said 


that the country was on the verge of 
ruin. He made the startling announce- 
ment that the war against the small 
Boer nation had cost $775,000,000, dou- 
ble the" expenses, of the Crimean war. 
He showed the, enormous deficit 
of 


$205,000,000 and asked for powers to 
'borrow $300,000,000 
immediately by 


means of consuls in order to finance 
the exchequer. 
The remarks of Sir 


Michael Hicks-Beach were greeted, with 
rousing 
cheers by .the 
opposition, 


which hopes that the. budget 
state- 


ment will lend to a sii-bjection of 
the 


jingo element and a check to the mar- 
tial policy of the government. 
The 


chancellor said that $77,165,000 
had 


been paid out of the-revenue for the 
cost of the war, while the total amount 
provided by the state last year aggre- 
gated the gigantic sum of $991,730,000. 
Sir William Vernon 
Harcourt, after 


complimenting the. chancellor on the 
honesty displayed in the long budget 
statement, which consumed two and 
a half hours, said that 
the budget 


statement was but a chapter in the 
disastrous incidents of the war. He 
pointed out tliat it was proposed to 
borrow four times as much as was 
borrowed for the Crimean war. He 
argued that England today was not as 
strong as she was' at the close of the 
French war.

Paul Jones humbled the English 


where their pride was most sensitive. 
They couldn't "rule the wave" when 
Paul Jones was afloat. 
And then he 


was an upstart, not even a colonial 
gentleman. The son of a Scotch gar- 
dener getting the better of old Albion's 
trained sailors was intolerable. Wash- 
ington and his generals, Jefferson and 
his colleagues, the dukes and lords 
could In a pinch dignify by the title 
"revolutionists," but in the plebeian 
John Paul, self christened Jones, they rence. gays he: 
found a target for their keenest Invec- 
tives. 
. The English contemporaries of Paul 
Jones denounced him as a traitor be- 
cause he lived under the British flag till 
he was 20 years old and at 30 took up 
the fight of his adopted country, a pi- 
rate because lie licked their crack ships 
without being commissioned to fight by 
the admiralty of some recognized pow- 
er and a felon on the general principle 
that no name was detestable enough to 
apply to the man who made British 
sailors strike the flag which was a ter- 
ror to the greatest naval powers of the 
earth. 


In these days of meteoric heroism it 


is well to recall what the first sailor of 
the American Revolution did to win im- 
mortal fame. In a series of private let- 
ters which ultimately became public 
property the hero summed up his serv- 
ices and told also in detail the story of 
his most remarkable battles. He says: 


In 1775 J. Paul Jones armed and embarked in 


the first American ship of war. In the Revolution 
he had 23 battles and aolcmn rencounters by Eea; 
made seven descents in Britain and her colonies; 
took of her navy two ships of equal, two of far 
superior force, many store ships .and others; con- 
strained-her .to lortify her ports; suffer the Irish 
roiunteers; desist from her cruel burnings in 
America and exchange as prisoners the American 
citizens taken on the ocean and cast into prisons 
in England as traitors, pirates and felons. 


So in that faroff day a man of plebe- 


ian blood stood up for the rights of 
American citizens, although those citi- 
zens were of that humble class who 
ship before .tlie mast. To say nothing 
of the glorious deeds recounted in that 
paragraph there is fire enough in it to 
show why Paul Jones is a man to talk 
about a century after his death. 


Personally Jones was not the ideal of 


an ocean terror. His figure was slen- 
der and rather below than above medi- 
um height, his manner quiet and his 
voice soft. 
But he had a keen eye. 


Neither was the great sailor a perfect 
man. 
His redeeming vices, however, 


did not interfere with his fighting, a 
quality needed in his time quite as 
much as perfection in character. 
He 


was 
ambitious and jealous of his 


rights. When he had won his way to 
the courts of Europe, this son of a gar- 
dener sought the good graces of the 
highest ladies, even those of the rank 
of royalty. He was honored with the 
attention and favor of kings and had 
for lifelong friends Ben Franklin, Jef- 
ferson and Robert Morris. 
Early In 


the war the Marquis de la Fayette 
wanted to join his naval expedition. 


Jones' fame rests upon his four 


hours' battle with the new English 
frigate Serapis, which he defeated and 
compelled to strike when his own ship 
was sinking. The Yankee sailor was 
looking for a fight when he went at the 
Serapis and her consort, the Duchess 
of Scarborough. His French ally, Cap- 
tain Landais, in the.Alliance, declared 
on coming up with the Serapis that as 
she was a 50 gunner the American 
fleet must run away. He kept out of 
the way, too, until the Briton was uear: 
ly worsted, then ran up and raked the 
good Bonhomme Richard with broad- 
sides. Paul Jones' way of fighting was 
shown in his reply to the British cap- 
tain, who hailed and asked If the Yan- 
kee ship had struck her colors. 
The 


answer was, "I have not begun to 
tight!" At that time the ships were 
afoul—that Is, entangled—with the jib- 
boom of the Englishman in the rigging 
of the Bonhomme Richard. 
In this 


way the battle was fought. 


The British captain tried to free his 


ship from the Yankee embrace, but 
Jones was In for a finish fight and 
lashed the antagonists together. 
So 


close were they that the English could 
not open their ports on the inside and 
fired through them at the Americans. 
In ramming their charges home the 
gunners actually leaned over ths ene- 
my's decks. The story of the hero of 
the strange combat, as officially given, 
Is not at all florid, but It reveals the 
true Paul Jones quite as clearly as 
those fragments of his speeches which 
are a part of tradition. He says: 


Every method w»» practiced on both sides to 


gain an advantage and rake each other, and I 
must confess that the enemy's ship, being much 
more manageable than the Bonhomme Richard, 
gained thereby several times an advantageous sit- 
uation in spite of my best endeavors to prevent it. 
As 1 had to deal with an enemy of greatly su- 
perior force I was under the necessity of closing 
with him to prevent the advantage he had over 
me in maneuver. It was my intention to lay the 
Bonhommt Richard acroM the enemy1! bow, but 


aa that operation required great dexterity In the 
management of both sails nnd helm und some of 
our braces being shot away, it did not exactly 
succeed to my wishes. 
Tlic enemy's bowsprit 


came over the Bonlioinme Richard's starboard 
by the mizzenmast, und 3 nrnde both ships fast. 


In that situation, which by the action of the 


wind on the enemy's snils forced her stern close 
to the Bonhomme Richard's bow so that the 
ships lay square alongside of each other, the 
yards being entangled and the: cannon of each 
Bhip touching the opponent's side. 
When this 


position took place, it was S o'clock, previous to 
which the Bonhomme Richard had received sun- 
dry 18 pound shots below the water and leaked 
very much. My battery of 12 poundei-s, on which 
I had placed my chief dependence, being com- 
manded by Lieutenant Deal and Colonel AVeibert 
and manned principally by American seamen 
and French volunteers, was entirely silenced and 
abandoned. 


As to the six old IS pounders that formed the 


battery of the lower gun deck, they did no serv- 
ice whatever. Two out of three of them burst at 
the first fire and killed almost all the men who 
were stationed to manage them. I now had only 
two pieces of cannon, 9 pounders, on the quarter 
deck that were not silenced, and not one of the 
heavier cannon was fired during the rcst; of the 
action. The purser, Mr. Pease, who commanded 
the guns on the quarter deck, being dangerously 
wounded in the head, 1 was obliged to fill his 
place and with great difficulty rallied a few men 
and shifted over one of the lee quarter -deck 
guns so that we afterward played three 9 pounders 
upon the enemy. 
The tops alone seconded the 


fire of this little battery and held out bravely dur- 
ing the whole of the action. 


Paul Jones had sailed in merchant- 


men from his twelfth to his twentieth 
year. He knew how a ship should be 
handled and had been on a fighting 
deck a couple of years. But he gained 
all his theory of naval warfare from 
the French. He was ambitious to be a 
naval commander. Fighter that he was, 
mere fighttag had no charms for him. 
He wanted to win and win on true 
principles. His report is naive and sim- 
ple, but in no part is there greater sim- 
plicity than when he tells of the inci- 
dent whicb placed his battle epigram 
beside those of Perry, Nelson and Law-

The English commander didn't appre- 


ciate the "determined negative" as 
highly as Paul Jones' countrymen and 
his numerousrjm-English admirers. 


When the enemy rushud to board the 


Bonhomme Richard, they found Paul 
Jones at the gangway armed with a 
pike and supposed that he had a good 
reserve in the smoky background. Tlie 
truth is he stood alone, for his crew 
had 
suffered 
horrible carnage, and 


some of the sailors were insubordinate. 
The numerous leaks caused by tlie 
British shots were on the point of car- 
rying the ship down, and Jones order- 
ed the English prisoners brought out of 
the hold. Like De Wet, .Tones was con- 
tinually picking up batches of the ene- 
my. At this time they were handy to 
have around. He set them at the pumps 
and told them it was work or drown, 
for the Serapis was on the point of 
sinking, and their only hope lay in sav- 
ing the Yankee to get home in. So tlie 
poor fellows, who might easily have 
walked aboard their own vessel, work- 
ed with a will to give a few hours' .lease 
of life to the ship that was shooting 
some ugly holes In the reputation of 
the British navy. 
Afterward Jones 


mustered them to help put out the fires 
springing up all over the Bonhomme 
Richard. 
, 


In fact, as Paul Jones declared in 


his report, the Britons (spelled britons 
in the original) at the Serapis' guns 
didn't worry the Yankee half as much 
as fire and water and the lunacy of 
Captain Landais, the 
French 
ally,

HUMOROUS TIPSTERb. 


Q.nlck Return* For Bright 
Iilcnw. 


The Other Hnlf of the Cartoonist. 
Caricaturists' ideas for 1'imny pictures 


often run low. They say that their hands 
do not lose their cunning; but that their 
minds refuse to frame comical scenes 
nnd situations. They must turn out a 
certain amount of grist, however, and on 
such occasions have recourse to the hu- 
morous tipster. He is usually a literary 
free lance, with some knack of humor. 
Tho most successful arc those who con- 
tribute funny paragraphs, stories and 
sketches to the humorous weeklies or the 
humorous columns of daily papers nnd 
magazines. 


In New York there are at least 50, of 


whom probably one-half sell tips or enter 
nto business relations with the artists. 
Where tips are sold they bring from $1 to 
$3, and they average §2 each. It is gen- 
erally a cash transaction. Equally com- 
mon is the practice of going halves upon 
in idea. In this case the tipster makes a 
schoolboy sketch and on a separate sheet 
writes the reading matter to accompany 
t. The artist thereupon makes a finished 
picture. 
If the' publication uses black 


and white and no color, the drawing is 
nirchased and the artist absolved of ftir- 
:her responsibility. If, however, the pub- 
ication has a color' press, the' urtist is 
often called upon to oversee the press ar- 
•angements as to the distribution o£ the 
various inks. In the former case the art- 
st and tipster equally divide the price 
paid. In the latter the artist receives a 
somewhat larger share. 


The business pays fairly well so far as 


:he time consumed is concerned. A mnn 
with grotesque fancies will often conceive 
a dozen tips in an hour, hut it may be 
icvcral days or weeks before he can do 
t again. Tho raost successful tipster is 
said to clear ¥1,000 a year. An ordinary 
ipstcr makes one-half or one-third as 
uuch. During a political campaign there 
s a big demand for cartoons, and prices 
go higher. Tips for these cartoons will 
jfteu bring $5 and $10, and when they 
lave been workeii out upon the partner- 
ship principle they have netted as high 
as $100.—New York Post.
